ORDERED; THIRD QUARTER

1, It will limit output to about 
_ 1,200,000 cars during the July- 

September period. 

The National Production Au- 
thority said the order, revis- 
ing automobile industry con- 
trols, will mean a reduction of 
about one third or more from 
the nearly 1,900,000 cars pro- 
duced in the July-September 
quarterly period a year ago. 
It will allow about 200,000 
fewer cars than the estimated 
1,400,000 units being produced 
in the current April-June 
quarter. 

Up to now the Government 
has limited automobile produc- 
tion by fixed percentage limits 
on the amounts of basic metals 
used—steel, copper and alum- 
inum. The new formula gen- 
erally preserves the produc- 
tion status of automobile pro- 
ducers as of January 1950, 
dividing among them the avail- 
able metal according to that 
status, and allowing them to 
parcel it out as they see fit.

considerations.” He said he also 
hoped that all 18 would sign 
whatever bill is drafted.

$3 to $6 Increases Offered. 


The company and the union 
have been in negotiations toward 
a new agreement since mid-April, 
when the company voluntarily re- 
opened wage talks with an offer 
of increases of $3 to $6 weekly 
for its employes. 

The contract talks bogged down 
almost immediately, however, 
when the union countered with a 
demand for increases ranging 
from $4 to $9 per week. In addi- 
tion the union is seeking re- 
classification for wage purposes 
of certain jobs and towns, which 
would mean additional increases. 

The union began taking the 
strike vote in its locals in Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Texas, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma and on the East Side 
May 19. The result of the voting 
gives union officers authority to 
take strike action whenever nec- 
essary. 

WSB Rules Are Factor. 
The Wage Stabilization Board's 
order restricting wage increases 
to 10 per cent above the wage in 
effect Jan. 1, 1950, has been a 
factor in the contract discussions. 
The company has taken the posi- 
tion that the increases it has of- 
fered are the maximum which 
can be paid under that order. 
The union, on the other hand, 
has stated that the company 
could grant its demands and re- 
main within the stabilization re- 
strictions. It also has demanded 
that if it is determined that the 
increases it is seeking are pro- 
hibited that the company join the 
union in requesting the wage 
board to permit the increases, 
anyway. 

Southwestern Bell has esti- 
mated that its wage offer, if ac- 
cepted, would cost the company 
$12,500,000 a year and that the 
additional cost would have to be 
reflected in higher rates to tele- 
phone users. 

Negotiations between company 
and union committees will con- 
tinue over the week-end. Sessions 
were held today. Other meetings 
are scheduled for tomorrow and 
Monday. A. E. Johnson, commis- 
sioner of the United States Con- 
ciliation and Mediation Service, 
will take part in Monday’s meet- 


Southern Bell Agreement. 

Southern Bell Telephone‘ Co. 
and the CIO Communications 
Workers of America agreed today 
on a new contract awarding ‘10 
per cent pay increases for some 
45,000 employes in nine southern 
states. : 

The union, which was in the 
process of taking a strike vote, 
is ‘believed the first of the Bell 
System units to complete nego- 
tiations. The one-year contract, 
granting raises from $3 to $7.50 
a week depending .on length of 
service and job. classifications, 
will put an estimated $12,500,000 
additional pay into workers’ en- 
velopes annually.

Meteor Streaks Along Horizontal 
Trail, Bursts Like Roman Candle 


A brilliant meteor which looked 
like a ball of fire with a short 
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NEW YORK, June 2 (AP)—A 
three-plane Air Force formation 
tangled over Long Island today 
and two of the planes plunged in 
flaming dives to the earth.. 

At least two men were killed. 

Eye witnesses said one of the 
planes escaped with little or no 
damage from the explosion-like 
aerial collision and flew on. 

“It might not have been hit at

all,” one witness said. “But it 
looked like it from the ground. 
They swerved together all in one 
mixup, and then two flopped over 
and streaked down.” 

One Plane Hits Field. 

One of the stricken planes 
hurtied into a field not far from 
the Brookhaven Atomic Energy 
Laboratory. The other dived into 
a vacant lot beside a Yaphank 
village street. 

Brookhaven Village police said 
two bodies were recovered. . 

The planes were at first thought 
to be F-47 Republic Thunder- 
bolts from a new interceptor base 
at Westhampton. A base spokes- 
man, however, said none of its 
planes were missing. 

At Yaphank, a garage mechanic 
said one of the planes “came 
down like a ball of fire” and 
smashed into a vacant lot beside 
the village’s main street. 

Ambulances and fire depart- 
ment equipment sped to the 


scene. 
Burns After Falling. 

“It came down so fast nobody 
could have got out,” the garage- 
man said. “It burned completely 
after it hit the ground.” 

He said he did not see the 
other plane, that zoomed down- 
ward into a field some distance 
away. 

In Newark a spokesman for 
the 108th Fighter Group of the 
New Jersey National Guard said 
that possibly the planes were 
from its operations base at New- 
ark airport, but he could not be 
certain until after a further 
check. 


Marine Corps Pilot Injured When 3 


Plane Crashes. 

CHICAGO, June 2 (UP)—An 
F-4U Navy Corsair fighter plane 
crashed today while attempting a 
landing at Meigs Field, downtown 
Lake-Side Airport, seriously in- 
juring the Marine Corps pilot. 

Police said a refueling crew had 
been awaiting the landing after 
being informed that the plane 
was low on gasoline. Witnesses 
said the plane apparently stalled 
at about 500 feet when coming in, 
annd swooped low, strikinf the 
left wing on an eight-foot wire 
fence. 

The plane crashed and turned 
over. over about 150 feet from the 
end of a landing strip. A small 
fire broke out but it was extin- 
guished quickly. The pilot was 
taken from the plane by the 
ground crew. 

The pilot was identified as 
Julian J. Collins Jr., Rockford, 
Ill. He was flying from Cherry

BRITAIN REPORTED 
SOUNDING OUT U.N. 
NATIONS ON TRUCE 


New Approach to Inter- 
ested Governments, In-

LONDON, June 2 (UP)—Britain 
is “in touch” with the United 


States, the Commonwealth coun- 
tries and other interested govern- 
ments on the “possibility” of a 
truce in Korea, authoritative 
quarters said today. 

These sources said that Foreign 
Secretary Herbert Morrison has 
made a new approach to interest- 
ed governments with a view to 
ending the Korean war by nego- 
tiation. 

A’ Foreign Office spokesman 
admitted ‘there had been such 
moves. He told a press confer- 
ence they had been in progress 
“over a long period.” 

But diplomatic quarters said 
they believed Britain had taken 
the initiative in a new effort for 
a truce in Korea. 

(In Washington, the British 
embassy was reported instructed 
to take up with the State Depart- 
ment the possibility of reviewing 
the ‘Korean situation to see 
whether there was some way to 
end the conflict.) 

One London newspaper said 
Morrison had urged the inter- 
ested United Nations countries to 
be prepared for quick action. 
The report said Morrison had sug- 


gested that machinery be set up plied 


as soon as possible to attempt to 
end the war by negotiation. 
There was no indication as to 
what channels would be used for 
an approach to the Communist 
government at Peiping. 
Diplomats said they believed 
resent moment is psycho- 
logically and politically right for 
truce moves, if agreement is 
reached among the .United Na-

The united and determined ef- 
fort of our people to build ef- 
fective instruments for keeping 
the peace is recorded in a series 
of vigorous and far-sighted ac- 
tions: the United Nations char- 
ter itself, the Rio treaty, the 
Greek-Turkish aid program, the 
Marshall plan, the North Atlantic 
treaty, and the Mutual Defense 
program. 

We have been building our 
strength, together with our al- 
lies. We must be strong enough 
to keep the peace. 

Side by side with these pro- 
grams there is another basic ele- 
ment in our foreign policy—to as- 
sist hundreds of millions of 
people who were acquiring their 
independence after the war, so 
that they might be free to de- 
velop in their own way, and to 
join in an international system 
for preserving the peace. 

Our hopes for peace required 
us to understand the changes 
which were in motion amo 
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vance and turned it inte a re- 
treat. They have administered 
terrible defeats to the Commu- 
nist forces. In so doing, they 
have scored a powerful victory. 
Their victory has dealt Com- 
munist imperialist aims in Asia 
a severe setback.

Asks P.S.C. to Permit 
Abandonment — Proj- 
ect Would Remove Five 
Dangerous Crossings. 


The city joined with the Mis- 
souri. Pacific Railroad today in 
the carrier’s application before 
the Public Service Commission 
for permission to abandon its 
Poplar street track and to con- 
struct a new elevated line from

Plans for construction of $25.- 
000,000 in buildings for the Army 
Records and Publications centers 
in the Westchester Heights area 
of northwest St. Louis have been 
abandoned, but the buildings will 
be erected elsewhere itn the Sth 
Louis area, it was learned today. 

Col. John J. Donovan, com- 


manding officer of the Records 
Center, said plans for use of the 
Westchester site were dropped 
when an Army site selection 
board learned it had been misin« 
formed as to the size of the tract 
available. 


Mayor Joseph M. Darst and Col.’ 
Donovan had announced last Jan- 
uary that the construction wouht 
be on a 37.7-acre tract bounded 
on the east by Hamilton avenue; 
on the south by the A. Leschén 
& Sons Rope Co. plant, on the 
west by a line 300 feet east of 
Kienlen avenue and on the north 
by Elmbank avenue. 


The site board learned about 
a month ago that the Leschen 
property extended much farther 
north than previously supposed 
and that the Leschen firm planned 
construction there, Col. Donovari 
Said.

The South Broadway Project 


(Telegram. ) 
fo the Editor ef the Post-Dispatch: 

Your news release concerning the 
South Broadway urban redevelopment 
—— under the sponsorship of the 

Louis Real Estate Board was sur- 
prising to me as one of the sponsors of 
the proposed Westchester project in 
Northwest St. Louis. 

Every major point on which the real 
estate board damned and condemnéd 
Westchester has been approved by it 
in its own plan. At every public hear- 
ing concerning Westchester, Sam 
Michelson or William Federer, repre- 
senting the real estate board, fought 
eur plan on the following grounds: 

That urban redevelopment was in- 
tended for the downtown area only. 
The real estate board is sponsoring de- 
velopment of an area many, many miles 
from the downtown area. 

That urban redevelopment was not 
intended for vacant areas.

That the Westchester sponsors would 
evade taxes, which would be unfair to 
the rest of the taxpayers. The real 
estate board is asking for identical tax 
concessions in an area at least 20 times 
the size of Westchester. 

That the Westchester sponsors were 
highly interested in the commercial 
aspect of their development. The full 
plan for South Broadway will reveal 
many, many times the commercial de- 
velopment proposed in Westchester. 

That the 42 residents and six mer- 
chants in the Westchester area would 
be deprived of their homes and busi- 
nesses by condemnation. The real es- 
tate board has asked for full condemna- 
tion powers involving hundreds and 
hundreds of families and businesses. 

Westchester is a splendid plan with 
tremendous potentials for the commu- 
nity as well as the sponsors. For the 
benefit of future worthwhile civic plans, 
let us hope that the South Broadway 
proposal is approved and keeps the real 
estate board so busy that it cannot play 
the role of a dog in the manger.

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Power-Poor Northwest 


The electric power shortage in the Columbia 
River basin, which Assistant Secretary of the 
Interior Warne declared critical, is an example 
of how over-prolonged dispute can weaken the 
nation’s strength. 

In the Pacific Northwest the Army Engineers 
and the Reclamation Bureau have been fighting 
each other over assignments to build dams, and 
private power companies have been fighting 
them both. This has held up flood control as 
well as electric power, but it is the latter which 
is the trouble spot now, just as it was the former 
when disastrous floods roared down the Colum- 

. bia a few years ago. 

It is a sad contradiction that the Pacific 
Northwest, potentially one of the most power- 
rich regions of the United States, is so retarded 
by bickering over who shall do what that it has 
been unable to make a proper contribution to 
the nation’s new defense production in this 
grave time. 

Dr. Paul J. Raver, Bonneville power admin- 
istrator, so warned the region several weeks ago. 
New alumifium plants are being placed there, 
but at a calculated risk, for there is not enough 
power to assure a continuous supply—which 
aluminum production requires—for all the alu- 
minum plants that are already there. 

There is no good reason why a country with 
the power potential of the United States should 
have to take such risks of interruption of a 
vital defense industry in an hour of national 
emergency. As for the dispute between private 
and public power, there is plenty of work for 
both. As for the dispute between Government 
agencies, the President and Congress should 

» have taken effective steps to reduce it to order 
long. ago. 

Many countries can do nothing about their 
power deficiencies because they have too little 
coal or too little falling water, or both. The 
United States, with plenty of both, cannot afford 
to handicap itself with chronic deficits of power 
such as have plagued it for the past 10 years 
because there is too much argument and too 
little action. 


Italian Question Mark 


The first of three sets of Italian provincial 
and local electi@ms cost the Communists and 
their allies control of many of their strongholds 
in the industrial north, but also recorded a 
slight gain in the party’s strength. 

The Reds were swept out of office in such 
important places as Genoa and Venice. They 
lost a total of 755 cities and towns, about two 
thirds of the Communist-controlled municipali- 
ties which were involved in last weekend’s 
elections. 

This victory for the Government coalition can 
be expected to lead to further weakening of 
Red power by a sort of chain reaction. A purge 
of public job-holders is‘in the cards, with a 
consequent reduction of the Communist political 
machine's ability to dispense favors and jobs. 


But the Communists and their supporters 
actually gained strength, as compared with re- 
sults of the national election in 1948. Three 
years ago the Reds won 32 per cent of the vote 
in the areas concerned. This time they chalked 
up 35.3 per cent of the total, while the Christian 
Democratic party of Premier de Gasperi dropped 
from 49 per cent to 41.1 per cent. 

Percentagewise, the other big gainers in the 
balloting were the neo-Fascists, who, while still 
receiving only a small proportion of the total 
votes, won enough to keep Bologna from switch- 
ing from the Communists to the anti- 
Communists. 

The Red gains were scored principally in the 
cities. Conservative newspapers are attempting 
to attribute them to the “usual wear and tear 
on a Government party.” 
and its big unemployment rolls are a more con- 
vincing explanation. 

Thus far the Italian Government has failed to 
put enough of its Marshall plan funds into 
industrial investments, or housing, or land re- 
form, or other projects which would help the 
mass of the people. One third of the voters of 
northern Italy are still pro-Communist as they 
were three years ago, and until the poverty and 
discontent in which Communism breeds are 
materially reduced, Italy will be a doubtful 
member of the Western coalition against the 
Kremlin.

Carondelet, in South St. Louis, was incorporated as separate city 
one hundred years ago, it was founded by the French in 1767 and 
of nicknamed Vide Poche or Empty Pocket; became steel center 
after Civil War but railroads dispersed some of its industries. 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


In 1767, three years after the founding 
of St. Louis, a little settlement was made 
on the west bank of the Mississippi river 
just about eight miles south of that trad- 
ing-post. Clement DeLore had received a 
French grant of land and invited home- 
Seekers to settle there. 

About a quarter of a century later, he 
named it Carondelet in honor of the Span- 
ish governor of Louisiana Territory. Dur- 
ing its first hundred years the settlement 
was a separate community, but since 1870 
it has been the southern part of the City 
of St. Louis. 

The portion of St. Louis now collo- 
quially known as Carondelet extends ap- 
proximately along the Mississippi river, 
with its western boundary at Grand 
avenue on the northern end, and Gravois 
road at the southern end. 


DeLore’s early settlement was :on the 


, Tiverfront at the foot of the present 


Elwood street (5900 south). It could only 
grow toward the south because the bluffs, 
just upstream, were too close to the 
water’s edge (now Bellerive Park). This 
was no trading-post, but a sleepy little vil- 
lage where the inhabitants practiced agri- 
culture, hunting and fishing for their own 
welfare, and which, by the close of the 
first quarter of the 1800s, had earned the 
nickname of “‘Vide Poche” (Empty Pocket). 


Missouri became a state in 1821, and 
with the promise of better hocal govern- 
ment, settlers from the eastern states be- 
gan to trickle in, some coming on the new 
steambogts. French names, however, still 
predominated at the time. 


When the “Iron Men” Came 


In 1832, the village was incorporated as 
a borough-town by the county court, and 
incorporated by the Legislaturé in 1851. 
The earliest Germans came at this time, 
and also many colonial-Americans of Brit- 
ish background arrived from the territo- 
ries of the eastern states south of the 
Ohio river. The former established busi- 
nesses on First street (Main, or now Broad- 
way), and the latter acquired large tracts 
of land west of Fourth street, for among 
these were the sons of families that had 
owned southern plantations. Now there 
were English, Scotch, Irish and German 
names among the French ones. 


In 1851, the borough-town was incorpo- 
rated as the City of Carondelet. It ex- 


panded to the River Des Peres, taking in . 


“Stein's Town,” a small German settle- 
ment of the late 1840s that was located 
on the bank of the Mississippi. Additional 
streets with numerical names were added 
on the western edge of town, for. Fourth 
street was fast becoming an avenue of 
fashionable homes. On the north side, 
along the bluffs overlooking the river, 
prosperous business men from St. Louis 
establishing elaborate suburban 
residences. . 
Financiers with English names began to

be interested in the railroad’ and iren- 
manufacturing potentialities of the com- 
munity, and many English artisans known 
as “iron men” came when James Eads be- 
gan to build his iron-clad gunboats during 
the Civil War. The city government had 
a mayor, a city register and a city coun- 
cil. 

After struggling with an inadequate 
system of taxation the city fathers soon 


found that the large tracts of public lands 


that the city owned were incapable of 
producing much revenue, and the large 
privately-owned tracts and estates, which 
were assessed on an acreage basis, were 
not bringing in adequate returns. Saqon 
they were driven to the recourse of sell- 
ing. the city’s public land, or giving it 
away for services rendered, in order to 
finance the running of the city govern- 
ment. 


“Pittsburgh of the West” 


When Carondelet finally capitulated and 
joined St. Louis in 1870, the city coffers 
were empty, but there were now many 
homes established on small plots of land 
that became a basis for adequate taxation 
in the boom of the 1870s that was just 
around the corner. 


After the annexation, manufacturers 


from St. Louis, who were encouraged by | 


the success of the iron industries durthg 
the Civil War, came to Carondelet to es- 
tablish businesses of allied interest along 
the riverfront. Foundries and furnaces 
made railroad iron and Bessemer steel, the 
Iron Mountain Railroad shops flourished, 
there were linie works and a zinc works, 
and several woodworking and lumber 
mills. Every cross-street at the riverfront 
from Elwood street to the River Des Peres 
had a flourishing manufacturing plant. 


Germans of the 1870 migration came to 
establish farms, truck gardens and busi- 
nesses associated with the production of 
food for a growing population. Irish fam- 
ilies of the 1872 immigration established 
homes on a tract of ground between the 
earlier and later German settlements in 
the lower part of town. “Vide Poche” had 
beéome “The Pittsburgh of the West.” 


Toward the close of the century many 
of the manufacturing plants began to move 
from the riverbanks, for a network of 
railroads was now covering St. Louis. 
Those that remained employed many 
settlers of a Spanish immigration of the 
early 1900s, as well as members of Polish 
families that came a little latef. Today 
we find these thrifty citizens the owners 
of many of the sturdy brick houses that 
the Germans of the 1870s built.

A footnote in the decision de- 
scribed how the advertiser knows 
exactly the size of the audience 
he is reaching because his rate 
is based on the number of fares. 
The footnote recited how the 
loudspeakers are mounted on 
overhead panels so that everyone 
can hear, and how an electronic 
device increases the volume of 
sound about 25 per cent when 
the announcer reads a “commer- 
cial.” 
The court’s decision applied 
only to advertising “commercial” 
and “announcements.” Judge 
Edgerton noted that the court 
was not asked to decide whether 
occasional broadcasts of music 
alone would infringe constitution- 
al rights. 
Pointing out that the forced 
listening imposed on transit pas- 
sengers was the result of govern- 
ment action, since Congress has 
given the company a franchise 
and a virtual monopoly, Judge 
Edgerton said: 
“No, occasion had arisen until 
now to give effect to freedom 
from forced listening as a con- 
stitutianal right. Short of im- 
prisonment, the only way to 
compel a man’s attention for 
many minutes is to bombard him 
with sound that he cannot ignore 
in a place that he must be. 

Protected at Home. 
“The law of nuisance protects 
him at home.

Appraisal of Korea War. 

Acheson apparently lifted 
Democratic spirits with an asser- 
tion yesterday that United Na- 
tions forces have scored a “pow- 
erful victory” over Communism 
in Korea—one that is creating 
“grave problems” at home for 
the Red Chinese. 

Asserting that the U.N. armies 
have “administered terrible de- 
feats” to the Reds in Korea, 
Acheson declared: 

“While the manpower resources 
of China are vast, its supply of 
trained men is limited. They can- 
not cover up their casualties. 
They cannot gloss over the draft 
of more and more men for mili- 
tary service.” 

He said the Peiping govern- 
ment is in trouble “because it has 
broken its demobilization pledge, 
put off social and economic im- 
provements and has not been able 
to prevent employment _§in- 
creases.” 


“In the light of all these fac- 
tors,” he said, “I believe that the 
aggression can best be brought 
to an end with a minimum risk 
and a minimum loss by continu- 
ing the punishing defeat of the

Acheson’s assertion that “nothing 
could be further from the fact” 
that American and Allied forces 
are “engaged in a pointless and 
inconclusive struggle” in Korea— 
what MacArthur called a ‘‘bloody 
stalemate.” 


Acheson said MacArthur's pro- 
gram would risk all-out war with 
Russia. In contrast, he said it’is

do so, another world war.” 

Acheson challenged M ac- 
Arthur’s contention that time may 
not be on the side of the Allies. 
He said he “cannot accept the as- 
sumption that the Soviet Union 
will go its way, regardless of 
what we do,” as MacArthur con- 
tended. 
Acheson spelled out Mac- 
Arthur’s proposals as a challenge 
to “the bedrock purpose of our 
foreign policy and what we have 
been trying to do.” 

“It is not just a difference as 
to method which is now under ex- 
amination,” he declared. 


‘We Seek to De War.’ 

Acheson said he had never met 
MacArthur, had nothing to do 
with initiating the five-star gen- 
eral’s removal and denied that al- 
lies of the United States had 
brought any “pressure” to bear 
on that score. 

He refused to concede, in re- 
sponse to questions by Senator 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
that MacArthur had “a broader 
knowledge of the political situa- 
tion in the Far East than anyone.” 

Acheson said he does not -e- 

gard war with Russia as “inevit- 
able.” He added that the United 
States will fight a world war to 
defend itself “if that necessity is 
forced upon us—but we seek to 
deter war if we can.” 
. Other members of the U.N. 
have opposed expanding the Ko- 
rean War, Acheson said, because 
they believe such a move might 
place Europe “in a most exposed 
and dangerous position.”

“I am sure a solution can be 
found that can be acceptable both 
to the British and Iranian Gov- 
ernments. I sincerely hope every 


effort will be made to this end.”
